Customs. of the Gates belonging to the City of Dublin. 

At a Post Assembly, held at the Tholsel of the City of Dublin, on Monday, the 13th day of June 
1763 ; the following Order was conceived relative to the under-mentioned Docket, to wit. 

Thatfrom and after the 24th day of June 1763, all goods and merchandises that are really the 
oroneity of any freeman of this city, do pass custom free, into and out of the city, provided such 
freeman do certify to the collectors of the customs, the quantity and quality of such goods, and that 
they are his property ; that if any freeman of this city shall presume, alter the said 114th of June, to 
certify that am goods are his property, which ate actually the property of any other person not free of 
Sis city;1n orLr to defraud this cit/ or their farmers, of the customs of such goods, such freeman to 
be procMded against by tlie city agent, as Mr, Recorder shall adyise, in order to his being disfranchised 
for such fraud and breach of oath. 

And it is further ordered, That from and after the said 24th day of Jane, all raw hides going out iif 
this city, to any of the adjacent liberties to be tanned, shall bo free from castom going out I hot bark 
going out of any of the adjacent liberties to be made use of for unniog, shall likewise be tree; that all 
iron going out to tlieseyeral mills- near the city to be raaunfactured, and returning into this city 
m-anSactured, shall be likewise free from custom ; that all salt mannfaclared in Ireland shall be ftee 
from any custom ; that all goods going to be manufactured, and the m-atenals made use of therein, shall 
te hee Lrciistoni, if they are to beSetnrned to this city manofactnred ; and that the committee be 
empowered to regiilate the docket accordingly.

14.—C0UNTY OF GALWAY. 



Ingate and Outgate Customs, Tolls, and other 
Duties, which, by agreement between the 
Corporation and Merchants of the Town of 
Gal-way, are for the future to be paid in lieu of 
the former Tolls and Customs. 

Presented by Mr. Robert French, Martis, 13 Die 
Aprilis, 1762. 

Out of every Winchester barrel, containing four 
bushels, or twenty stones of wheat, or meal of 
wheat, to pay - - two-pence, - - and 
so in proportion for a lesser quantity. 

Every such barrel of bare, barley, malt, or meal 
of barley or bere, to pay - « one penny, 

• - and so in proportion for a lesser quantity. 

Every such barrel of oats, or fourteen stone, or 

four bushels of oatmeal, - - one penny, • 

• and so in proportion for a lesser quantity. 

The above to be paid in lieu of the tolls hitherto 

taken out of said grain or meal ; all the above 
grain or meal, to pay besides ingateage - - 
one-halfpenny per barrel - • the said grain 
and n)eal to pay according to the Act of Par- 
liament per barrel for weighing, provided the 
same be weighed. 

All corn bought in the country by maltsters, or 
any other private persons, to pay - - one 
penny per barrel gateage or custom, aud no 
other duty, provided it is not weighed in the 
Market House. 

The maltsters to be sworn before the mayor, to 
give a just return of all bere, oats and barley, 
at the request of the toll gatherers. 

For every cow, bullock, bull or ox, to be slaugh- 
tered for market, to pay - - two-pence, 

cow, bullock, bull or ox, slaughtered for ex- 
portation, to pay - - one-penny, 

sheep to be slaughtered for market, 

one halfpenny, - - and the same 

for a veal. 

carcase of beef slaughtered wiiliin the liberties, 
and brought into town to be sold, to pay 
- - two-pence - - and those without 
the liberties to pay - • three-pence, 

sheep to be slaughtered within the liberties, 
aud brought into the town to be sold, to 
pay one penny, 

calf ----- one farthing, 
large hog - - - - one penny, 

small hog - - - - one halfpenny, 

goat- ----- one penny, 
kid - - one halfpenny - - and 

for every lamb • - - one halfpenny, 

raw bide brought into the town, to be sold in 
the suburbs _ - - ©ne penny, 

tanned hide brought into the town to be sold, 
or to be sold in the suburbs - one penny. 

No custom for the tanned hides tanned within 
the suburbs; bought of tanners living within 
the suburbs, and brought into the town, to be 
sworn before tbe mayor. 

For every hundred weight of rendered tallow 
brought into tbe town to be sold, to pay - - 
two-pence - - every half hundred - - 
one jrenny • • less to pay in proportion, 
hundred weight cask of butter - one penny, 
larger cask of butter - - tv/o-pence - - 
and so in proportion. 

bag of wool, five hundred weight • four-pence. ; 
ditto from three hundred to five hundred 
weight - - - - three-pence, 

ditto from one hundred to three hundred 
we’ght - - - - two-pence, 

single stone - • one penny - and so in 

proportion downwards.

from tbe province of Connaught into the 
town, to pay . - one penny - - and 
no more. 

car load of goods going out of the gates, to 
pay - .. tv/o-pence - - and every 

horse load, to pay - - one penny half- 
penny - • nothing under fifty pounds 

weight to pay any thing. 

All the aforesaid duties and gateage are agreed to 
be given in lieu for and so long as no charter 
duties shall be demanded by the Corporation 
on goods imported into said town, or exporte<l 
from it, and no longer ; it being the intent to 
ease and improve the trade of said town, for 
the mutual advantage of both town and coun- 
try, to establish peace and harmony in said 
town, as also to declare that no goods imported 
or exported by sea, to or from Galway, and 
which shall pay tbe “ King’s duties,” shall be 
chargeable with any ingate customs, tolls or 
duties, (fish as aforesaid only excepted,) neither 
arij any provisions coming into or going out of 
said town, for the private use of any resident in 
said town, to pay any gateage, cus’tom, toll or 
duty; neither shall there be any gateage, cus- 
tom, toll or duty, paid for any turf, milk, eggs, 
poultry, fresh butter (in rolls or prints). Lay or 
straw; nor shall any fish, coming from the 
Claddah to be sold in the public fish-market, 
be liable or chargeable with any custom, toll 
or duty, of any kind, either at the gate or at 
the market. 

Timber of all kinds going into the town, or for the 
use of the town, for ships or boats are to pay 
nothing; small parcels of boards topaynothing; 
five to pay - - one halfpenny - - ten 
- - one penny . - fifteen - - one 

penny halfpenny - - and a car load - - 
two-pence. 

Liquors under a doaen bottles, to pay nothing; 
and to pay - - one farthing a dozen, if 

under a horse load.
